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Summary of reasons 
for classification: 

The publication entitled European Mail Order Brides is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

This classification is because the publication degrades and dehumanises women in general to such a 
high extent and degree, and presents women as being inherently inferior to men, that its availability 
is likely to be injurious to the public good. 

The feature has an underlying theme of women being "tricked" into engaging in sexual activity due 
to their desperate desire to live in the USA. The women clearly have genuinely limited 
understanding of English language, and this is exploited by the men in the feature to further 
ridicule the women portrayed for the benefit of themselves and by extension, the viewer. Although 
the scenarios are clearly contrived, and the women involved are most likely aware of this, 
presenting such a theme as legitimate sexual entertainment is of concern. What is not contrived is 
the clearly contemptuous manner in which the men treat the women, as evidenced by the 
numerous comments made about them to each other and the viewer. 

Excisions were considered in respect to this publication, however the theme is so pervading, and 
the derogatory comments made about the women so pervasive throughout the publication, as to 
make excisions impractical. 
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
